Echols defends 
efforts on bridge

‘Venice Mayor Tyrone Echols 
says he meant to watch the 10 
p.m, report on the McKinley 
Bridge that aired Tuesday on 
KSDK Channel 5. 

“J messed around and fell 
asleep, though, and missed it,”” 
Echols said. ‘‘But I’ve heard 
about it from other people and 
it sounds like it was pretty 
much what I expected.’’ 

‘At the City Council meeting 
earlier in the evening, Echols 
said he figured the report 
would slam the bridge, which 
is owned by the city. 

“T have never defended the 
bumpy ride and won't now,”” 
Echols said. ‘‘That bridge is 80 


years old (opened in 1910) and 
it doesn’t look’ pretty. 

“But looks have never been 
my priority. My priority is to 
keep it from falling in the 
(Mississippi) river.” 

Echols said he doesn’t mind 
reports that say the bridge 
needs repairs — ‘anyone can 
see that; you don’t need to be 
an expert’? — but said it 
bothers him that the reports 
usually act like the city isn’t * 
doing ‘anything to maintain the 
bridge. 

“You and I know that just 
ain’t so,’’ Echols said. “You 
see our bridge R&I (repair and 
improvement) bills, $30,000 
here and $40,000 there month 
after month.” 

Echols said the bridge is in

no worse shape structurally 
than any other older bridge. 
With the help of a 
million grant, he said, 
surface and guar ils should 
be replaced this year. 
“‘But let TV take their shots.

The basic tier includes chan- 
nels that can be received via ai 
waves plus the local community 
access channel 

Expanded tiers will continue to 
be regulated by the FCC 

In order, to. regulate, manici 
palities must first be certified by 
the FCC. 

Granite City, whose 15-year 
franchise agreement with Crown 
Cable and the firm’s predec 
sors expires in April, —h 
already received FCC certifica- 
tion to regulate basic tier rates 

But the city is also looking into 
participating in a proposed coali- 
tion of about 25, municipalities in 
the counly. The coalition would 
share information and attempt 
to negotiate a single set of coun- 
tywide. cable rates and stan- 
dards, Williams said 

“Right now, we're looking at

As of last month, more than 
5,800 expired licenses had not been checked.

Police praised for halting gunman 

Authorities expect a coroner’s jury to find no Wrongdoing on the 
part of three police officers in the shooting death of a Granite City 
man Eyiday night 

Gary Gene Smith, 38, was wounded fatally by police after he went 
on a random shooting spree in the busy Nameoki Village Shopping 
Center, wounding a security guard and a woman store customer. 

Granite City police said Smith was hit by a least five bullets fired 
by three city police officers. Smith had a criminal record that 
included arrests for burglary, weapon and drug law violations 


Madison drug, trespass arrests 

‘The Madison Police Department made a sweep of the Garesche- 
Grenzer public housing projects Jan. 29, making eight arrests on 10 
charges. 

“No one got away,”’ said new Police Chief Paul Bargiel. “It was a

The: problem, Echols said, is 
that the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency requires 
cities to make the repairs and 
then apply to FEMA for reim- 
bursement of the cost. 

“We don’t have the money to 
put up front,” Echols said. “We 
(Venice, Grahite City and other 
local communities) want to see 
if Rep. Costello can help put 
pressure pn FEMA to, forward 
some money to use for these 
repairs. 

“Because of the extent of the 
damage caused by the flood, 


nobody has’ that kind of front 
money. Nobody.” 

Echols said he had received a 
telephone call from “‘one of the 
top reps at FEMA’ and that the 
FEMA _ representative had 
“seemed very amicable to our 
problem, at least over the phone. 
But I think our best bet is to do 
it right and go through Costel- 
lo.” 

Echols said FEMA had relent- 
ed on its objection to using Insi- 
tuform lining to make’ the 
repairs and “our engineers are 
itching to start with -these 
repairs. The only holdup is the 
money.” 2 

In other business, Echols 
announced that the city, the 
Madison County Transit District 
and the Illinois Department of 
Transportation will be getting 


together this month to put the ' 


final signatures on a $5.9 million 
federal grant for renovation of 
the Venice-owned McKinley 
Bridge. 

He said that the federal money 








is ‘‘doled out’ at.a rate of about 
1/6th at a time and the bridge 
and other funding agencies have 
to make sure they have a work- 
able agreement for seeing that 
the money will be available 
when the contractors working on 
the project want to get paid. 

The Illinois Department. of 
Transportation will serve as the 
contracting agency for the pro- 
ject, which involves. resurfacing 
the Mississippi River bridge and 
replacing the guardrails 

Alderman John Ervin reported 
that the city is still waiting for 
the state to issue a permit for 
the city’s proposed gasoline tank 
at the city garage. Installing the 
tank would allow the city to pur- 
chase gasoline for its vehicles in 
bulk rather than continuing to 
purchase it at retail outlets.

Pontoon alters mobile-home law

inspector may approve the 
replacement of any existing 
mobile home, where jit is deter- 


mined by visual inspection that 
the replacement would enhance 
the neighborhood or where it is 
determined that the tract or par 
cel is not suitable for a perma- 
nent structure because of size or 
location. 

Village President Glen Wilson 





said that the change is fair and 
necessary for the improvement 
of the village. 

“We want to clean this place 
up,” Wilson said. 

The new ordinance also allows 
for the Zoning Board of Appeals 
to recommend variances for the 
occupancy of any mobile home if 
the parcel of land exceeds one 
‘acre. 

The new ordinance does not 
prohibit the use of mobile homes 
or portable buildings as business 
offices if there is a special-use 
permit from the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, for a limited time. 

In other business, the board is 
still waiting final approval from 
Illinois American Water Compa 
ny to install water service on 
Route 162, down Lake Drive, 
including Virginia Avenue, and 
down State Aid 35 to include the 
Holiday Mobile Home Park. 

Water company official Bob 
Jackson said a final hearing on 
the matter will be held March 1

THE LAW AND YOU

Illinois law provides that a property owner 
cannot take it-upon himself to evict a tenant 
without obtaining a court order. If a landlord 
removes furniture, 
changes thé locks, this is known as construc- 

- tive eviction. If.a lessor does not go to court to 
have a delinquent tenant removed but rather 
takes-matters into his own hands, he faces the 
possibility of a civil suit for wrongful eviction. 

What procedures should “a landlord follow 
when a tenant falls behind in the rent? The 
landlord in this situation would need to serve a 
notice on the tenant. If the tenant does not 
leave at the end of the notice period, the 
jandiord* will need to file’ an action in court 
known as a Forcible Entry and Detainer. 
Ultimately. the property owner will obtain a 
judgment for possesison, which will require 
the tenant to move within a specified period of 
time. If the renter still dows not vacate the pro- ~ 

perty, the sheriff will come and forcibly remove 
the delinquent tenant. For a landlord to at 
tempt to remove a tenant by his own methods 
without benefit of a court-order is foolhardy. 
since this could result in civil liability ander

A question of cultures 


In a recent conversation combining Black History Month 
and a national news story about 19 African-American chil- 
dren living in a ‘‘squalid’’ Chicago apartment, a good friend. 
of the Press-Record raised some interesting questions — 
questions we believe merit consideration. 

Based on the news reports, the friend said, the 19 children 
were living with their families. The ichildren had not been 
abused or neglected and were, by all reports, healthy and 
happy. As an. African-American, the friend said, it would 
seem that a premium should be placed on keeping a happy, 
healthy family together. £ 

If the apartment was “‘filthy,”’ the friend asked, wouldn’t it 
make sense to have community and church groups band 
together and clean the apartment rather than — as was done 
— split up the family inta foster homes? 

African-American community culture is based on strong 
family ties and members of the community ¢an depend on 
the support of a large extended community, the friend said. 
Yet, the social support system — designed and to a_great 
extent run by well-meaning white people — seems to ignore 
that cultural base. 

An example closer to home, the friend said, would be an 
unmarried 17-year-old girl who has a baby. The current 
welfare system first takes that girl out of her home situation 
and places her and the child in a federal housing project. The 
girl is provided with money for food and other necessities — 
but only as long as she doesn’t marry or go to work. 

Away from the positive influence of her family, the young 
girl has been set adrift to be swayed by all the negative 
influences facing all teenagers. And since developing lasting 
relationships or seeking steady work could threaten her 
livelihood, the system is all but sanctioning the very lifestyle 
that in all likelihood led to the pregnancy in the first place. 

Back to the Chicago children, the friend said; look at the 
negatives. Was it filth or was it the clutter you could expect 
with 19 children in the house? Was it a refrigerator filled with 
rotting food, or some forgotten leftovers hidden in Tupper- 
ware? Whose standard of filth is being used? 

And look at. the positive, the friend said. There was a happy, 
healthy family. Perhaps the family needed some help, .but 
can’t it be helped and kept together? 

The friend sent along a. poem by Nikki-Rosa that begins, 
“Childhood remembrances are always a drag if, you’re 
-Black.’’ If you become famous, the’ poem. says, people will 
think about how hard life must have been and never, never 
consider that it was a good life 

“T really hope no white person ever has cause to write about 
me,’’ the poem says, ‘‘because they never understand Black 
Love Black wealth. And they’ll probably taik about my 
hard childhood and never understand that all the while I was 
quite happy.”’ 

Don’t take any of this aS a defense of living in filth, the 
friend said. But in these times, at least as an African-Ameri- 
ean, having a happy, healthy family ts so much more 
important.

TO THE EDITOR: 

Belleville Area College is so 
flush with money that it is giv- 
ing our administrators a raise 
over the next three years that 
will cost more than $750,000. 

Starting in July 1995, the top 
20 administrators’ salaries will 
average’ $72,800 including fringe 
benefits. The remaining 40 
administrators will receive. lower 
compensation 
BAC is so poor that it could 
not afford to give our 100-plus 
part-time professionals even a 
1-cent raise. Most work for. very 
low compensation. They collec- 
tively teach approximately 40 
percent of the classes. 

BAC is so flush with. money 
that it gave our 125 full-time fac- 
ulty a raise which will cost more 
than $1.8 million over the next 
three years. They already aver- 
age approximately $60,000 before 
the raise, including fringe bene- 
fits. 

Confused? Money isn’t the 
issue; it is politics, favoritism 
and control. 

BAC is run like a well-oiled 
political machine with the presi 
dent as the kingpin and the 
board quietly nodding its approv.

What implications would it 
have for alcohol-related crashes 
if the driver was “too drunk to 
know what he was doing?”’ 

An alcoholism counselor I 
work with was discussing this 

strategy with me and 
fhat’s what we have been 
telling them for years. People 
who drink too much can’t control 
their behavior.”

John Donge 
“The Good-Morrow”’ 


The 17th Century English poet John 
Donne has come to be recognized as a 
master celebrant of both secular and 
sacred love. 

Donne was chastised in-the 18th and 
19th centuries by such critics as Johit 
Dryden, Alexander Pope and Dr. Sathuel 
Johnson for his metaphysical imagery 
and for being ‘‘sensually frank.” 

But as a practical matter, Donne’s 
words “‘t'was but a dreame of thee” 
probably succeeded in their purpose — 
convincing the object of his. fancy that 
she was his first ‘true’ love regardless 
of his somewhat promiscuous and prolific 
past passions 

While 20th Century women will likely 
be thrilled to receive homemade 
Valentine cards of construction paper, 
crayon and Elmer's glue from their 
school-age children poxt Monday, fathers 
(or would-be fathi ace a decidedly 
more difficult challenge in pleasing the 
object of their affection and convincing 
her to ‘'Be mine.

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SPRINGFIELD — Getting tough on * 
crime is gaining momentum as the 
favored issue ofthe election season. 

Democratic gubernatorial candidate 
Richard Phelan unveiled a measure to 
lock up some violent criminals for longer 
terms, but critics question how to pay for 
the higher costs. 

Sen. Penhy Severns, D-Decatur, 
Phelan’s running mate for lieutenant 
governor in the March 15 primary, 
introduced Jegislation Wednesday that 
would keep an estimated 1,500 prisoners 
behind bars for longer terms starting in 
five years at an annual Cost of about $23 
million. 

Phelan’s truth in sentencing law would 
require criminals convicted of 
first-degree murder, rape or aggravated 
battery with a weapon to-serve 85 percent 
of their sentences before being considered 
for parole. 

Rep. Jay Hoffman, also up for 
re-election this year, announced a 
package of anti-crime measures Tuesday 
aimed at juvenile offenders, parole 
guidelines and lengthier sentences. 

Phelan said his reform is needed 
because crime affects all of society, not 
just victims. 

“The violence on our streets 
undermines our, educational system,” 
Phelan said. 

“Gun violence fills our emergency 
rooms, bleeding our very health-care 
system. The threat of violence goes to the

powered AM/FM 
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22-year-old is 2-time 
Grammy winner 


(The following article is by Matthew Dietrich 
of Copley News Service.) 


SPRINGFIELD — Five years ago, Alison 
Krauss was a 17-year-old student at the Univer- 
sity of Hinois, studying and planning a career 
as a choir director’. 

Four albums and two Grammy Awards later, 

the 22-year-old Champaign native is a choir 
director of sorts, though her title is “‘producer’” 
and her workplace is a Nashville recording stu- 
dio, not a church. 
“it's funny because being a choir director 
does a lot of the same things you would do 
working in a band,” Krauss said during a break 
in the recording of her next album. ‘‘You pick 
all the songs and you arrange the songs and tell 
everybody when you like what they're playing. 
That's your job, to put it all together.” 

Krauss’ bluegrass fiddling won her Grammys 
at ages 19 and 21. 

Though she has packed a career’s worth -of 
achievements into her 22 years, Krauss hardly 
sees herself as a star. Instead, she remains fas- 
cinated at being able to make a living playing 
bluegrass music, and comes off in conversation 
like just another young adult from Champaign. 

“never thought I'd be doing this for a liv- 








ing,” says Krauss, who left the University of 
Illinois while recording her second album, “Two 
Highways.” 


She wasn’t leaving to pursue stardom, she 
says. “‘I was just missing too much school and I 
didn’t want to get bad grades."’ 

Krauss’ penchant for understatement and 
frankness might be attributed in part to the 
unorthodox path she took from 8-year-old fiddle 
prodigy to serious bluegrass musician as a teen. 
Unlike many child stars, Krauss was not 
raised by parents who pushed her into perform- 
ing with stardom as the goal. Instead, she says, 
her parents encouraged her and her brother Vic- 
tor (now bassist with country star Shelby 
Lynne) to get involved in many different arts 
and sports activities 

“They basically wanted us to experience 
everything,” Krauss says. ‘ 

“One thing that we did was take an instru- 
ment for five years. That was like a require- 
ment that we didn’t realize was a requirement 
until later,’’ Krauss says. 

Victor already was playing the piano, and 
5-year-old Alison didn’t have the wind power 
needed to play a wind instrument, so she settled 
on violin 

She started off with classical pieces, but really 

















settled into the instrument when she discovered 

fiddle music three years later

Krauss’ reputation’as a prodigy 
grew. She joined a band at age 
12 and appeared at the Newport 
Folk Festival at 14. She recorded 
her first album, ‘‘Too Late~to 
Cry”’ at 16. Her third album, 
“Tve Got That Old Feeling,” 
‘won her a Grammy at 19. 


_ Winning her second Grammy 
in the bluegrass category -last 
year solidified Krauss’ place in 
the bluegrass genre and helped 
her move away from thé child 
prodigy image. 

“J never really thought about 
it, but I was looking forward to 
a time when that wasn’t an 
issue,”’ Krauss says. 

Krauss says she learned an 
important. lesson about self- 
perception recently when she 
eard a radio interview of her- 
self at age 12. 

“I heard this-tape-of me talk- 
ing and I just. sound like this 
jerk. It’s so embarrassing,”’ 
Krauss laughs, describing the 
know-it-all attitude she dis- 
played, unintentionally, in the 
interview. ‘I think the older you 
get and the more you learn, the 
more you figure out that you 
know nothing.” 

Krauss has carried that wis- 
dom into her recordings, sticking 
to the acoustic, traditional. blue- 
grass Style that first attracted 
her to music. Her adherence to 
bluegrass discipline — use of 
acoustic instruments and inclu-
